VALU ABLE 
W e ought not to take children’s 
m istakes as an unmixed evil. Chil­ 
dren learn by the mistake* they 
make, lf they are normal minded 
children. 
W e have 
occasion for 
anxiety lf they do not learn by ex­ 
perience. 
It Is possible for a child 
to have a mind that cannot profit 
by experience and if that is the 
condition It is truly serious. 
The norm al healthy child does 
learn by experience. If he touches 
the hot stove, radiator, pipe or lamp 
he will be w ary the next time. He 
learns quickly th at fire burns and 
the pain Is severe. 
That checks 
him next tim e he reaches for fire. 
The child who disobeys and finds 
it a very uncomfortable experience 
Is going to be more thoughtful next 
time. 
W e have to teach little chil­ 
dren to obey In order to keep them 
from harm . If the experience* they 
have with 
obedience 
teach them 
that obedience brings them nothing 
but good while disobedience brings 
them nothing but unhappiness, we 
have laid a sound foundation for 
self co n tro l 
Intelligent obedience 
makes for Intelligent self help every 
time. 
Of course th e obedience depends 
for Its Intelligence upon the direct­ 
ing Intelligence. 
If the parent or 
teacher bases his orders on his own 
tastes, preferences and prejudices 
the child will not experience the 
fight sort of obedience and his pow­ 
er for rig h t thinking and right be­ 
havior is not strengthened. 
It Is 
the experience and the quality of 
It th at counts In th* growth of a 
child. 
All children are certain to make 
mistake*. 
We do what we can to 
prevent them but when they occur 
we have to do our best to wring 
valuable experience^ out of them 
for the children.

per and saying harsh wrords Is not 
going to help much. 
It is not so 
much w'hat is said about a mistake 
aa w hat Is don* about IL If the 
child Is allowed to shoulder as much 
of the result of bls error as can 
be allowed him w ithout danger, so 
much better for him. 
If a child misuses his allowance 
and finds himself w ithout a penny 
when he most needs It, don’t make 
It good. Let him find th© way out, 
If he abuses his clothes, his books, 
his ordinary possessions, don’t off­ 
er him new ones. Don’t offer him 
the us© of your 
own. 
Only 
by 
feeling the consequences of his own 
conduct can he lewro the error of 
his way. 
I know It is not possible to do 
this but it Is possible far oftener 
than we allow. The minute a child 
gets Into trouble we are a t bls 
side helping him fix things up so 
he won’t feel any of the 111 result* 
of his foolishness, W e see the teach­ 
er, we visit the outraged neigh­ 
bor, we repay the damage he has 
done and tell him to forget It and 
go on from there. T hat Is all very 
well, som etim es It Is all we can do, 
but It doesn’t help the boy or girl 
one bit. They have not truly ex 
perienced the m istake they have 
mad* and will comm it It again 
before long. It may be In th* form 
of som ething else, but It will be 
the sam e old mistake. 
Punishm ent that Is imposed from 
outside the experience Is not much 
good. W e have to m ake the mistake 
itself 
valuable 
in 
experience. It 
is the harder road but the better 
one.
